| WILLIAMS ASKS 
‘SCHOOL BILL 
|CHANGES 


SACRAMENTO, May 2 — In 
commenting on important legisla- 
tion dealing with apportionment 
of money for schools, soon to be 
heard by the Senate of California, 
State Senator J. Howard Williams 
today pointed out a startling dis- 
covery turned up in the course of 
a special study he had made of the 
bill. 


The bill as introduced in the 
Assembly, he said, sets up a for- 
mula for increasing basic aid to 
school districts. This is a very 
important measure in, which there 
is widespread interest, and one 
generally approved by most mem- 
bers of the Legislature. 

However, in studying the bill 
the Senator received an opinion of 
the Legislative Counsel verifying 
that if the bill becomes law in its 
present form, ‘some small high 
schools in Tulare’ County as well 
as elsewhere in the State would 
suffer a loss in revenue,

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these small high schools would be 
disastrous to’ the conduct of the 
schools’, said Senator Williams, 
‘“‘and when the bill comes before the 
Senate it will have to be amended 
to take out these inequities which 
were not apparent at the time the 
bill was introduced.”

VISALIA, Apr. 25 — Control of 
powdery mildew on peaches and 
nectarines can be obtained with 
five pounds of wettable sulfur, or 
a combination of one-half gallon 
lime sulphur, plus five pounds of 
wettable sulfur, both to 100 gal- 
lons of water. Sulfur dust can be 
used at a rate of 50 pounds per 
acre.

states: ; 

Experiments with fertilizing to 
stimulate growth of range grasses 
to see if such growth would pull 
enough moistures out of top soil 
to discourage growth of tarweed 
did not prove successful. 

However, Worrell believes that 
with proper planting of legumes, 
and grazing when tarweed is 
young enough so that cattle will 
eat it along with legumes, the 
pest can be pretty well killed out 
in a couple of years. 

Importance of the experiment 
lies in the fact that infestation of 
tarweed on foothill ranges seems 
to be increasing in recent years. 

Also to be shown at the Gris- 
wold ranch are results of seeding 
of perennial grasses, following a 
controlled burn, in 1953, with the 
seeding done in October of that 
year. 

All interested ranchers are in- 
vited to attend the field meeting.
